BUT VERY IMPORTAl^T 

Copper coins were vital to Cana- 
dians during the early 18th Centin^ 
and officials in Paris urged King 
Louis to have one struck for Cana- 
dian use. 

In 1716 the King agreed. Now the 
King was a vain monarch and because 
the likeness on the proposed coin 
didn' t, unfortunately, flatter him, 
he forbid more to be struck until 
a more suitable likeness was put on 
the coin. So, because of a King's 
vanity, Canada had to wait five 
more years for its first penny which 
on issuence, showed not the King's 
likeness at all, but a design on 
the obverse of two crossed L's, 
surmounted by a crown,

MOUNTAINEERS' MINT MASTER 


FOREIGN COLD 


When he wasn't hunting for game, 
silver or gold, and looking for 
semi-precious stones with pick and 
shovel in the rugged North Carolina 
mountains, Christopher Bechtler, an 
immigrant from Baden, Germany, was 
pressing out remarkably fine gold 
coins for mountaineers and inhabi- 
tants of Georgia and the Carolines, 
Goldsmith by trade, he produced 
rings and jewelry of exquisite de- 
sign for the local citizenry. 

Topping his great skill was his 
honesty which showed in his coins 
of the early 1830' s that were almost 
without alloy, being twenty carats 
fine. In nine years (1831-40), 
$ 2 , 2 ^, 840,50 Was produced in 
Rutherford ton at the Bechtler mint 
in denominations of $1,90, $2.50, 
$5,00 and $10,00, Not sanctioned 
by the government, but not intei^ 
fered with by it, Bechtler coins 
were the only ones available to 
travelers, tradesmen and neighbors 
in that out-of-the-way country. The 
Mint Master' s fee for his work con- 
sisted of but a small percentage of 
gold brought to him by customers, 
Bechtler specie is divided into 
two series, the first having no date 
but coined before 1834» and the 
second starting with 1834> having 
his name, his town, weight and fine- 
ness of the gold, the date, and 
value of the pieces, Christopher 
Bechtler' 8 son August carried on 
the mint business until 1852, where 
at his death it was inherited by a 
crokked nephew and soon discontinued 
August Bechtler is said to have pro- 
duced more minted pieces than his 
father, though no records have been 
foiand to prove it. These are now 
rare and highly prized.

A Wyoming \miveraity historian re- 
vealed today the story of an early 
U, S. Mint - privately owned. 

Miss Lola Homsher said the money- 
maker was Judge W, A. Carter-an old 
Wyoming Indian trader. 

He went into his coin business 
not to compete with the government 
but to simplify his trading problems 
Miss Homsher said straight trading 
in which Indians gave him fur or 
gold and immediately chose kettles 
or hatchets proved difficult. The 
Indians took a long time to decide 
what tjTade goods they wanted and 
sometimes couldn't carry away all 
they selected and paid for. 

So the judge made them coins - out 
of brass. When they gave him their 
goods he would give them a stack of 
his private mcxiey - in 50 and 25 
cent denominations - euxl the Indians 
could take all the time they liked, 
knowing the brass coins were a claim 
on the trader.

CARACALLA AND ELAGABALUS 


Since one succeeded the other, 
since they were close relatives, 
and since no monetary changes took 
place in their respective reigns, 
and what is even worse, since both 
had and used the same names, Marcus 
Aurelius Antoninus (rather than 
their unofficial names Elagabalus 
and Caracallai) a perfect setting 
for utter confusion is given. 

Ptortvinately, the collector can 
toll their coins apart nowadays ty 
the following method: 

BY THEIR FACIAL EXPRESSIONS 

Caracalla became Emperor at the 
age of eight and died when twenty- 
nine; consequently he is shown re- 
presented with a young - unbearded - 
youthful - slightly bearded - fully 
beai^ed portrait, 

Elagabalus beceune Einperor at I4 
and died at 18, Therefore he woiild 
only show unbearded and slightly 
bearded portraits, 

PRACTICAL RULE; All coins with a 
boy head or a fully bearded portrait 
can only be of Caracalla, 

Elagabalus had thick, heavy lips; 
Caracalla had round, short facial 
contours. 

All antoniniani (double denarii) 
with the Etaperor having a spiked 
crorm and bearded face - are of 
Caxacalla, 

All denarii (and bronzes) where 
the bearded Imperial head has a 
sickle-like horn on the forehead , 
are of ElagabalTis, 

BY THE OBVERSE LEGENDS 
All coins, where the legend con- 
tains BRIT, GERM, DIVO, MAGNO, MAX, 
and PONTIFEX, or ending into CAPS, 
or the legend M. AVR( EL ), ANTONINUS 
CAESAR or TR P (^ on obv,) - are 
of Caracalla, Other legends may be- 
long to both rulers, and cannot, 
therefore, be used as criteria, 
ANTONINUS AVGVSTVS with boy head is, 
of course, Caracalla' s, as shown by 
the fact that it accompanied a boy 
head. 


BY THE REVERSE LEGENDS 

All those containing AVGG are 
Caracalla' £, All coins giving 
higher TR P than TR P V are only 
Caracalla' a; in other words TR P VI 
to TR P XI are all coins of Cara- 
calla' s. 

BY STYLE 

Since Caracalla' B coins (particur 
larly the later series) were struck 
at Rome and Elagabalus Issued great 
numbers of coins in Syria, those 
with a typical Eastern expression 
will be of El a gabalus, All coins 
with the obverse title ANTONINVS 
PIVS FELIX AVG, or PIVS FEL AVG, 

PEL P AVF - are Syrian and thus of 
Elagabalus. 

A star (asterik) on reverse occurs 
only on coins of Elagabalus ,

Copper coins were vital to Cana- 
dians during the early 18th Century 
and officials in Paris urged King 
Louis to have one struck for Cana- 
dian use. 

In 1716 the King agreed. Now the 
King was a vain monarch and because 
the likeness on the proposed coin 
didn' t, unfortunately, flatter him, 
he forbid more to be struck until 
a more suitable likeness was put on 
the coin. So, because of a King’s 
vanity, Canada had to wait five 
more years for its first penny which 
on issuence, showed not the King’s 
likeness at all, but a design on 
the obverse of two crossed L’s, 
surmounted by a crown,

MOUNTAINEERS* MINT MSTER 


FOREIGN COLD 


When he wasn't hunting for game, 
silver or gold, and looking for 
semi-precious stones with pick and 
shovel in the rugged North Carolina 
mountains, Christopher Bechtler, an 
immigrant from Baden, Germany, was 
pressing out remarkably fine gold 
coins for mountaineers and inhabi- 
tants of Georgia and the Carolines, 
Goldsmith by trade, he produced 
rings and jewelry of exquisite de- 
sign for the local citizenry. 

Topping his great skill was his 
honesty which showed in his coins 
of the early 1830* s that were almost 
without sdloy, being twenty carats 
fine. In nine years (1831-40), 
$ 2 , 2 ^, 840,50 Was produced in 
Rutherford ton at the Bechtler mint 
in denominations of $1,00, $2,50, 
$5,00 and $10,00, Not sanctioned 
by the government, but not inter- 
fered with by it, Bechtler coins 
were the only ones available to 
travelers, tradesmen and neighbors 
in that out-of-the-way country. The 
Mint Master's fee for his work con- 
sisted of but a small percentage of 
gold brought to him by customers, 
Bechtler specie is divided into 
two series, the first having no date 
but coined before 1834» and the 
second starting with 1834» having 
his name, his town, weight and fine- 
ness of the gold, the date, and 
value of the pieces, Christopher 
Bechtler' s son August carried on 
the mint business until 1852, where 
at his death it was inherited by a 
crokked nephew and soon discontinued 
August Bechtler is said to have pro- 
duced more minted pieces than his 
father, though no records have been 
found to prove it. These are now 
rare and highly prized,

Clarence M, Fink, Pasadena, Calif 
mmmmmmmtmmitmmmmmmmtmmmrmmmmmmmm 
A Wyoming university historian re- 
vealed today the story of an early 
U, S, Mint - privately owned. 

Miss Lola Homsher said the money- 
maker was Judge W, A, Carter-an old 
Wy caning Indian trader. 

He went into his coin business 
not to compete with the government 
but to simplify his treuiing problems, 
Miss Homsher said straight trading 
in which Indians gave him fur or 
gold and Immediately chose kettles 
or hatchets proved difficult. The 
Indians took a long time to decide 
what trade goods they wanted and 
sometimes couldn't carry away all 
they selected and pedd for. 

So the Judge made them coins - out 
of brass. When they gave him their 
goods he would give them a stack of 
his private money - in 50 and 25 
cent denixttinatlons - and the Indians 
could take all the time they liked, 
knowing the brass coins were a claim 
on the trader.

DOLLARS 


Since one succeeded the other, 
since they were close relatives, 
and since no monetary changes took 
place in their respective reigns, 
and what is even worse, since both 
had and used the same names, BSarcus 
Axirelius Antoninus (rather than 
their unofficial names Elagabalus 
and Caracalla l) a perfect setting 
for utter confusion is given, 
Portimately, the collector can 
tell their coins apart nowadays by 
the following method: 

BY THEIR FACIAL EXPRESSIONS 

Caracalla became Emperor at the 
age of eight and died when twenty- 
ninej consequently he is shown re- 
presented with a young - unbearded - 
youthful - slightly bearded - fully 
bearded portrait, 

Elagabalus became Emperor at I4 
and died at 18, Therefore he would 
only show unbearded and slightly 
bearded portraits, 

PRACTICAL RULE: All coins with a 
boy head or a fully bearded portrait 
can only be of Caracalla, 

Elagabalus had thick, heavy lips; 
Caracalla had round, short facial 
contours. 

All antoninianl (double denarii) 
with the Etaperor having a spiked 
crown and bearded face - are of 
Caracalla, 

All denarii (and bronzes) where 
the bearded Imperial head has a 
sickle- like horn on the forehead , 
are of Elagabalus. 

BY THE OBVERSE LEGENDS 
All coins, where the legend con- 
tains BRIT, GERM, DIVO, MAGNO, MAX, 
and PONTIFEX, or ending into CAES, 
or the legend M. AVR( EL) .ANTONINUS 
CAESAR or TR P (^ on obv.) - are 
of Caracalla, Other legends may be- 
long to both rulers, and cannot, 
therefore, be used as criteria, 
ANTONINUS AVGVSTVS with boy head is, 
of course, Caracalla* s, as shown by 
the fact that it accompanied a boy 
head, 

BY THE REVERSE LEGENDS 

All those containing AVGG are 
Caracalla’ s. All coins giving 
higher TR P than TR P V are only 
Caracalla’ s; in other words TR P VI 
to TR P XI are all coins of Cara- 
calla’ s.
